Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

2. Claims 1, 4, 6, 9-12, 25-30 and 37-40 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record teaches or suggests a detachable toner supply container 
comprising a feeding member includes a rotatable plate-like member extending in a longitudinal 
direction of the container body, said plate-like member including a projection, extending at an 
incline relative to a rotational axis thereof to guide the toner substantially downwardly toward 
the opening portion with rotation thereof and a through hole effective to allow toner on said 
plate-like member to fall with rotation thereof, thus stirring the toner.
